His present appearance of health, his 
active step tor one of bis great age gives assur- 
ance that his life has been a temperate one, aud 
that bis days have been passed in peace and trau. 
eiuilily. Although he has lived beyond bis three 
tcorc and ten, yet we hope that ue may live and 
enjoy in his quiet and uuobslrusivu way many 
more years. 

Hosea Sutherland was born in South Carolina 
on the first day ol February 1795, and is 
consequently 7b' years old.

THE SHELLABA2GEK BILL. 

After a debate in Congress of more thin 
two weeks, wiiat is known as the Shcllabar- 
ger or Ku-Klux bill passed the Lower Unas.' 
upon the liih inst. by a strict pirty vote o! 
118 to 91. It takes its name from the ruem- 
ger from Ohio who, as Chairman of the Se- 
lect Committee, reported it, and, thrush not 
• ) infamous in its provisions as that offered 
by Butler, still has elements of infamy in 
sufficient to link the name of its author with 
reproach as lasting as that which attached 
to the originators of the alien and sedition 
laws- Perhaps it would have Iwen better had 
it ptaad as originally reported, and then tlx- 
full scope of its enormity wuulil h ive been more 
fully realize I. Owing, however, to the stren- 
uous opposition of the U.-mucrats. aided bi 
a fow C >n<ervative Republicans, amendment* 
were adopted toning down Mm* of its worst 
futures, without, hr.wover, eradicating the 
pernicious principle of despotism which per- 
vades its whole bodv . The bill consists > f 
five sections, and is entitled "An act to fur- 
ther enforce the provisions of the Fourteenth 
Amjndnijiit." The first section provides 
that any one who, in any W4j, deprives any 
one of any right, privilege, or immunity 
secured by the L'oiled States Constitution, 
shill be liable to the party injure i in an ac- 
tion at law or suit in equity with the same 
rights of appc.l, revi >m npon ern> , and other 
remedies in the United S.kIos Cjurt--, pro- 
Tiled in like cases under ihe Civil Rights 
bll of April 0. 18Gti. 

Section two gives the United States Cour s 
jurisdiction over all criminal olIVn.se-, now onl\ 
punishable under Slate laws, which may be 
committed by two or more persons, who may 
conspire to do any act in vi.iUtion of the 
rights, privilege!, or immunities of any person 
to which he is entitled, under the Constitution 
and laws of the United Slates, as thoroughly 
if the acts hid occurred in districts within 
the sole and exclusive jurisdiction ol the 
United S ates. For felonious acts less than 
murder, the punishment is fixed at not ex- 
ceeding ten years' imprisonment, and a line 
o' j$lU,000, or both, at the discretion of the 
ourt, and it is provided that any ollens-, 
punishable under the act, begun* intone judi 
Ota] district, and completed in another, may be 
prosecuted in either. 

. he third section gives to the President 
the power, at his own diseixtioi', to use the 
land r.nd naval forces in any State for any 
purpose connected with the object of the act, 
without the constitutional requirement "f nn 
application lor such Ibices fiom the Gov- 
ernor or Legislature of a State.

ment was carried. applying, to this authority 
to suspend the IttiUas corpus, the act of March 
3, 186d, by which persons arrested are to be 
turned over -A once to the Federal Courts 
A further amendment, through the activity 
and persistence of Mr. Ueck, was carried 
removing the iron-clad oath as a prerequisite 
to service as a pjlit or grand juror in the 
Federal Court. 

This is as near the status of the case as 
we can make out with the original bill before 
us, and tho amendments, as reputed from 
time to time. The details mako but Utile 
difference. It is the animus in the whole 
movement which is the Icaturo to be depre- 
cated, the appeal to force as the element o f 
rule, the disregard of the Slate principles in 
our form of Government, and the seeming 
determination to usurp into the central- 
ized government at Washington, and '.hen 
into tho hands of one man all the powers 
which were so wisely distributed among 
many in tho original scheme of tho founders 
of our system. Step by step the desperate 
men who sec the popular support falling from 
them are advancing to tho perfection of means 
whereby they may retain power, even in de- 
fiance of the people and the States ; but as it 
takes great wrong to arouse a country in time 
of peace to a senso of the danger of its lib- 
erties, we are not without hop 1 that this last 
act, if it should be concurred in by the Sen- 
ate, will jet, in its reactionary influence, re- 
sult in permanent good, even as the alien and 
sedition laws, which were intended to per- 
petuate the Federalists in power, resulted in 
their overthrow and confusion 
nr;y year*. 



I shreds of testimony, 1 wisii to uave nau lie 
ciiacge of Judge Pryor io a grand jury in thai 
Slate. 1 am assnri'd that Jndge Pryor is n< t 
only a Democrat, but is conceded to be one ol 
tbe ablest judges of the Slat* of Kentucky." 

That is all true, lie is au able man. He 
was a candidate for the office of judge during 
Ihe war. He was ft Union man. He was 
against secessiou and secessionists, but he did 
not suoscriba to lUe dictates of ttic military 
power of the Slate; and what was the conse- 
qoeuee of his great dereliction in lint respect ? 
Tlie military authorities of Kentucky, beaded 
by such a man as General Palmer, had h s 
n.ima stricken from the poll, and would not 
permit him to rua as a candidate for (be oilier 
Of judge ; yea, more than that, they made such 
demonstrations against him us to force bllU, I 
believe, to tly Iroin his Slate and his country 
in'o her Majesty's dominions in Canada 
When the storm of war had blown over, ami 
there was a fitUe security and liberty in the 
Stale, my friend, Judge Pryor, retorntd auu 
vv.is ejected by acclamation ol the people ol 
his district, with little or no opposition. That 
is a specimen ol the outrage and military tyr- 
anny of this country toward an able and 
peaceful and loyal citizen ol the United State!, 
who give the charge to the grand jury in one 
of his courts which the honorable Senator 
caused to be reau. After it had been read ihe 
honorable Senator controlled: 

"Now, Mr. President, lake the statement 
made by the Louisville Courier-Journal and 
the statement made by Judge Pryor in connec- 
tion, and I will ask whether even in Kentucky 
there is not a stale of society tint is unrivaled 
anywhere else, and whether this is not proot 
conclusive ol it 

That is the disiinct and emphatic position of 
my honorable friend iu relation to the condi- 
tion of things in Kentucky. Mr. President, I 
am a Kentin kh.n i y binb. 1 pio'ets to under- 
stand and to represent the political opinions 
and sentiments and the moral Sentiments of inj 
people generally on this tl ior. 1 he universal, 
at least the general, sentiment in the Si He o. 
Kentucky is, and always has been, "the Union, 
the Constitution, and the enforcement of Ihe 
laWS" — law, order, and liberty. There are no 
people of any Stile in ibis Union who arc 
more deeply and widely imbued With fbose 
noble sentiments thau are ihe people ol Ken- 
tucky. * * • 
WUAT onsTia'vrs THE administration of jus- 
Tics* ■ 

I have said that my State, in the main, is 

devoted to ihe Uonstitutiou, to law, lo social 
order; and 1 have seen uo huts disclosed in 
this llscusslon t«i impugn to any consider**b e 
degree that position. Let us examine it a 
little. 

In the course of lh«< last three years I can 
hring to my recollection only from twelve to 
fiiteeu cases of that violence and bloody crime 
wbicli the honorable Senator from Up io, and 
also the honorable Senator from Indiana, have 
so jusLly deuonnced in the whole State ol Ken- 
tucky. The first instance within my recollec- 
tion since the war occurred in the county of 
, Lewis, to which my honorable colleague alluded 

.or nearli \ n i,j s remarlta ionfe days a^u. There were 
?ome desperate etinlnaw, who invaded tb\j 



humble eOtt*ire of a free negro and murdered 
him. A judge of Ihe Stile o! Keutucky im- 
mediately proceeded against them [0 have lliem 
arrested aud brought lo trial fur murder. If 
ue had been left iu the exercise of his author- 
ity, as he oiight to have beeu, tuu;=c murderers, 
I am s ire. Would have been long since brought 
to trial, condemned, and executed, ilui as it 
was, they were seized and taken From tbe Stale 
authorities by an act of Congress, taken nboiit 
one hundred and fifty miles from llieir place of 
residence to LonisVllle, and they were there 
pulon trial in the Federal Court. I happened 
lo be in the city of Louisville and in the Fed- 
eral Court, about Iwo years ago, when those 
men were u-der trial. They were tried before 
Judge Ballard. The jury found I hem guilty, 
as uiey couid not have done otherwise under 
his charge. They were sentenced io be exe- 
cuted. From that judgment ol execution, as 
I am informed, an appeal was taken to the 
Sapreme Court of the United States, aud is 
now pending. That these red-handed midnight 
murderers have not already been punished and 
hung, according to the law, resulted from the 

othcious and unconstitutional interference of 
CoujjTess and of the United States authorities 
with ihe administration of justice iu our 
State. * ; **I • * * 

HOW HB0BOM AIIE TiiEATCD. 

Mr. President, in the course of a long prac- 
tice in the courts, I have seen a great many 
negraes, free ami slave, iu court both as defend- 
aias and as plaiulitfs; and 1 never saw a negro 
iu court, free or slave, as a plaintiff or as a de- 
fendant, that had any tiling like a good case iu 
Kentucky, that he did not have the entire 
sympathies of the couri-huuse with the excep- 
tion ol his adversary and his auversary s conu- 
sel. As long ago aluiusi as 1 can remember, a 
farmer of forlune, of substantial weabh, 
whipped a negro, cruelly, inhumanly, in the 
county of Clatke, so that the negro died. He 
was indicted for murder; he was convicted of 
manslaughter, and as long ago as about sixty 
y ears bt Was sent to ttie penitentiary and 
served oul his terra. 

Of all countries where slavery ever existed, 
with a mingled population of white aud b aeK, 
where ihe black population was enslaved, and 
a very small portion of il enjoying freedom 
from slavery, there never was a community 
w litre there was uioie di.-positiou to protect 
aud secure ivcry right to the negro, justly, lib- 
erally, a»d wiui magnanimity, than in the 
State of Kentucky. I Wiilssy to the honorable 
oeu Uor liom ouio lhal as far as my informa- 
tion extends in relation lo the recent history 
uf the iwo races in that State, I believe that a 
dozen, I am certiin that fifteen, cases of vio- 
lence and crime, oji the part of while men lo 
the negro race in Ihe State ol Kentucky, Would 
. iivhi me whole number Irom ibe time of this 
murder in the county of Lewis. I know of 
urn oue law less band which has appeared, and 
that was at Stamping Ground, iu ihe Stat'.' ol 
Kentucky, north of the Keutucky river. I 
have beard of some instances of outrages com- 
mitted at Stamping Ground. 1 have ueard of 
one thai was perpetrated at Mr. Harrison Itian- 
toD S a mile or two below Frankfort. I have 
Heard ot one that was Committed in the town 
of Frankfort. 1 hive heard lhal during the 
late session of the Legislature there was a 
body of armed men disguised, who lode into 
Frankfort, and who beguiled the keeper of the 
prison, gol the key from bim, and libera I t-d a 
in in charged there with a dime upon a 
negro. 

XBGIIO TESTIMONY. 
Mr. President, there is no man who con- 
demns iheae auujof violation of la w, of outrage 
and murder, more decidedly than I do. But 
even tbl( slate of things has some excuse iu the 
Slate ot Kentucky, and lhat excuse is became 
of the systematic practice of tbe Radical party 
io foster and encourage hostility and conflict 
between ihe two races. Sir, there never has 
been a tune in tbe State of Kentucky when 
free negroes were hot entitled under ihe law 
to all llieir civil rights. They could acquire 
properly, real and personal; liny could make 
wills; their properly descended lo their cblK 

Iran ; they could contract marriage. Il was 
trespass to invade their rights, as il was Ires 

iass to invade ihe lights of a white man; il 
was felony W lake their life, as it was felony 

0 ts'ke the life ol a while man ; but they were 

hvays excluded from giving evidence in the 
conns. 1 admit lhat tins exclusion is a wrong ; 
it is a wrong to Ihe negro; it is a wrong lo the 
while man. This exclusion never would have 
existed it the negrO bad not been in a state ol 
Slavery, It thai race had been fiee io ihe 
Stale of Kenlu-ky from ihe origin of our 
State our laws never would have made any 
such exclusion. It was because they were 
slavrs, una because tbe slave w as subject to the 
domi lion ami will of his master, that as a 
m iller of public policy the negro was excluded 
from giving testimony. Hut I concede mat so 
soon as the negro became free the reason fjr 
the exclusion ceased, and it is only a matter o' 
rigbl io the white man, lo every man who has 
a controversy iu court about which a negi" 
knows anything, that the parly in court should 
have Ihe benefit of the negroe s knowledge, 
win-re he has the capacity lo fcive his evi- 
dence. 

i nave no doubt that our Legislature will 
come to establish that law ot evidence. The 
Legislature have been obstinate, I admit, in 
refusing it ; bnt the good sense, (he sense of 
justice and of sound policy on the part of our 
people, will force them to do so. I admit, Mr. 
President, that our Legislature have not 
passed laws sufficiently rigorous and Stringent 
lo meet these cases of disguised bands. Hut 
our people are coming to thai, and they will 
elect members to a Legislature that w ill pass 
the necessary laws to meet the exigencies of 
our Stale under this extraordinary condition ol 
things. Why, Mr. President, it fit experience 

and tne wants of society that leach what laws 
are necessary, and laws must be framed and 
enacted according to the exigencies and the 
demands of society. I admit lhat disguised 
men are occasionally going over the Slate of 
Kentucky iu the hour of night, and thai under 
their disguises they commit many atrocious 
deed*. 1 say that I hey ought to be met and 
put dowu. but lhat Congress has no authority 
lo undertake lo do that oHice ; lhat it belongs 
to the States under Ihe Federal Constitution 
and under their restrved rights; that they are 
the proper nower to do that ; and if left lo tbe 
Slates it will be done more peacefully, roo ; e 
effectually, more in accordance with the prin- 
ciple of the Federal and Slate Constitutions, 
than if Congress attempts irregularly and by 
usurped power lo undertake ihe control of the 
subject. 

scrrnsssioN or vtObSXCC 

Sir when 1 return to my home I intend to 
suCjjest the provisions lo our penal laws, that 
any man, whether he be by himself or with 
Others, who masks or disguises himself, so thai 
his identity cannot he p-rceived, and wiio 
arms himself with a deadly weapon, and goes 
in that disguise armed Willi a deadly weapon 
to perform an unlawful act of torce, shall te 
guilty of a felony and shall be punished as a 
felon. Nay, more; I would add another pr - 
vision 10 such a Uw, that where a man wi h 
such a disguise on was iu the act ol" doing au 
unlawful deed with force, it should be excusi - 
ble homicide lo slay him. 

These are toe sentiments that I speak lo tl e 
S nate: they are the sentiments that I would 
8,> -ak to the people of Ihe Slate of Kentucky, 
to its Legislature — 

Mr Sherman — Now, I will say to my friend 
from Kentucky that if some such law as lhal 
Wlivb he has just indicated were enacted in 
inn different Slates and fairly enforced. I would 
never advocate any authority in the Govern- 
ment of Ihe United Slates to interpose. Tl e 
trouble is, first, lo get a Legislature to para 
such a law against public sentiment, and next 
lo get a Siaie to enforce such a law against its 
own citizens. There is the trouble. 

Mr Davis, of Kentucky — I have two or three 
objections to the view ol the honorable Sena- 
ator. The first is thai Congress has no consti- 
tutional power whatever to pass such a law. 
The second is lhat if Congress did pass such a 
law, il would be as impotent to execute it, and 
more so, than the Stale authorities and the 
Sla'e courts. In the third place, in view of 
ihe state of society existing in Kentucky 
after the termination of the great civil 
war, and after the people were deprived 
without autbori'y of '.he Constitution, by 



a usurped power of Congress, of a thou- 
sand millions of their properly, though there 
had been » pledge to tbem, a positive, 
reiterated pledge to them, by Congress, by the 
Executive, by the members of Wie Cabinet, 
thai the war was waged only to put down 
armed rebellion, and not to invade the Slates 
or their Governments or their institutions or 
; their property J and alter again they were 
pledged tiie payment of $10,000,000 for their 
property twice over, and you pul a repudiation 
of this pledge in au amendment, a pietended 
i and surreptitious amendment of the Consiuu 
' tion ; I sny as lo a people thus outraged, as 

i have been the people of Kentucky by their own 
! Government, against all iis profession of good 
jfaitb, it is not sirange that disorder should 
'exist lo some extent in thai Slate, and that il 
I Should take time and rellection and sober 

reason to bring the people of lite Slate to their 
' correction ; and that is Ihe only corrective. 

THE POSTMASTER GENERAL. 

I But. Mr. President, 1 will proceed further. 
Here comes up the case of Gibson and the 
Postmaster General. Tne Postmaster General 
lias a history, and I am acquainted with some 
I of its main points. At tkl beginning ol tho 
i war he was n Seeesdootst, and at a public 
meeting in his district he presented to thai 
j meeting ft series of secession resolutions. They 
have been published in Ihe public prints, and 
] they have been read several limes in the Sen- 
I ate. He soou discovered that that card would 
j not win in Maryland, and he changed his front. 
I From a secessionist he became an extreme 
j Union man, and from the detainer and the de- 
nouncer of Henry Winter Davlsj he became 
! his liiend, his coadjutor, and Iii3 tool; and 
Davis did him Ihe great service of causing the 
armies of the United Stales to take possession 
of all Ihe polls in Maryland in lhat Congres- 
sional district, and with fixed bayonets at the 
polls, lo exclude every vote forOrisfield, ft good 
and able Union mail, and one of ihe best men 
I ever knew in Congress. His tickets were of 
a particular color; the color of Cresswell's 
tickets was different; nnd Ihe army had orders 
from the military commaqdantof the M iryland 
district to exclude from the ballot-box every 
ballot with Crisfield°8Colorand to admitall with 
ICreswell's color; and the consequence was 
! thai Cresswell was elected. He verifles the old 
| proverb, lhat is founded in truth and in a 
philosophic knowledge of the human heart, 
I that one renegade is worse lhan ten Turks. 
TIIE RSG30 HAIL AGENT. 

Now, sir, wLen was this man Gibson np- 
I pointed mail agent in the State of Kentucky ? 
In July of hist year. And on whit route? 
on the route from Louisville to Crab Orchard, 
I a very secondary and minor mail route in lhat 
i State. How long was be continued there 1 
| Until some lime iu January last. Why did 
I the Postmaster General appoint a negro to 
conduct the mail on any mail route iu Ken- 
lucky? It was to play out the Radical policy, 
to produce conrlict and collision and bloodshed 

I between tbe white and negro nice. That was 

j his purpose. It is as plain as Ihe noon day sun. 

Mr. Creswell is an old political stager. lie 
] undl rstandS What part he Is expected to pi y, 
land he knows he must play it in good faith or 
I his bead will roll into the basket. The despot 
I who rules at the While House permits no diso 
, bedience lo his orders, no defalcation in sub- 
serving his interests. 

, This mm GlbiOn was employed as mail 
' agent. I say here to the Senate, lo every man 
: in it, and to every man in Ihe nation, thai lhat 
wis a mistake; that it was a wrong lo the 
people of Kentucky; that it was utteily re- 
volting to H eir wishes, lo ibeir sense of pro- 
priety. I Sny that the Government nughl t > 
be administered, not only with a view to the 
Interests, b-;t to the feelings of I lie people, 
j unless acting in accordance with those feelings 

will cause injury to the public service; and 1 
' say t at this case of Gibson presented no such 
i exigency. 

I he spring campaign was about to open, and 
the tine fir ink n ; tbe great initial s.r.ite- 
g cal positions that were necessary lor opening 

ii by ihe administration and by Congress was 
approaching. This man Gibson hail run upon 
this secondary line as mail agent for five or 
<ix months, and he had not been disturbed. 
That diil not suit the expectations nnd the pol- 

iey of Mr. Creswell, «r.d of Mr. Creswell s 
masler. Tito Stspte, of their electioneering 
appeals is conflict between the races nnd ihe 
clamor of ouliages by the white upon Ihe 

negro. They wire attempting to bring up some 
snob case io Kentucky. They were determined 
io do so. Upon this obscure mid insignificant 
route, away toward the Cumberland, ibis man 
(libson had conducted the mail for live months, 
I nnd there had not been a ripple of disorder or 
I violence. That would not do. The scene 
must be shifted. Creswell then brings him lo 
I the great Louisville route, between Lexington 
and Louisville, and places him there. What 
tv is he put lb- re for ? That such an occur- 
rence might take place as did happen. That 
was Ihe preconceived aud tiie deliberate pur- 
pose. When did lhal take place? On the 
20th of January last. When was ihe mail 
suspended ? On the 3d of March, more thau 
live weeks after the outrage. 

WHO IS BBSF03BIBLI FOR THE FAILURE TO PON J8H 
My colleague has said to the honorable Sen- 
ilor from Indiana, here was ft crime against 
the United Slates; here was nn outrage upon 
its mails, a penal otl'ensc; you have your com Is; 

all the officers Of the Government iu Kentucky, 

the Marshal and Ihe Judge, are your friends : 
why do you not seek out this criminal and 
have him brought to trial and punishment ? 
What rewards did you offer lor ids discovery 
and apprehension ? Sir, 1 will tell the honor- 
able Senators from Ohio and Indiana that there 
is no outrage of murder or manslaughter in 
ihe.Stateol Kentucky that Ihe Governor does 
not immediately advertise and oiler a remard 
lor the apprehension of the criminal. Was 
any such coins- taken in relation to the man 
who committed this rssault upon Gibson ? 
Not at all. Why wait five weeks? The Post- 
master General put his file ot soldiers on the 
ten iti widi ihe Lone, with the purpose, that lhat 
would arouse in that country the associates, the 
abettors, and ihe sympathizers ol the dating ru:- 
fian who had made ibis assault upon the mail 
agent, and that they Would come with renewed 
force aud with arms in their hands and commii 
crime to a greater extent, even to the shedding ol 
blood. Why, sir, the case is perfectly plain 
aud palpable. 1 have uo doubt that Mr. Cres- 
well regarded it as a windfall, a soil of God- 
send, lhat this fellow Gibson had been vio- 
e tly assaulted ill superintending the carrying 
ol the mail; and I have no doubt thai he mid 
his masler «•• re both grievously disappointed 
that the subsequent and more bloody and vio- 
lent ijsue w hich they expected did not t tkc 

place. These criminals in Kentucky, ihese 

stupid villains, had no more sense than thus to 
(day into ihe bauds of a set of tricksters and 
usurpers who are abusing and perverting Ibe 
Government and ail its powers for. the odious 
and selli-h purpose of preserving themselves 
in office and in power. 

Sir, these disorders and crimes of society 
will sooner or laler be corrected. They must 
be corrected. What is the legitimate, the) 
proper, aud Ihe sale power to correct them ? 
It is the community in winch the crimes are 
perpelrated. They have tbe constitutional and 
I lie national right to correct tbem. They are 
the proper power to luruish lliccoi i e ifion, and 
ibey are ihe only power lhat can do it safely 
tud peiceably, aud they will doit safely and 
peaceably if hfi to themselves. 

THOSE LETTERS. 

A few words more, sir. There are some peo- 
ple of sense and principle whose lelterj have 
been read by the honorable Senator from In- 
diana.

d r to reverberate from the hills of Benson 
throughout the land, and especially in the North- 
ern Slates, and therefore Ihev could not tesori lo 
Ihe course of moderation, good sense, and pa- 
triotism. 

What had they to do for peace, for order, 
and security iu the transportation of the mails? 
There was no attack Uj>on the mail mailer, 
there wis no hostile demonstration against il; 
il was simply au ebullition of feeling, unreas- 
onable but natural, and therefore to some con- 
siderable extent excusable, against the mail 
agent. All that was necessary to have peace 
and tranquility nnd security along the line of 
tli.. t transportation was to remove this black 
mail agent and lo put a white agent in his 
place. Was there no white agent that they 
could get? 1 maintain, as ft principle of just 

and politic government, that wherever an officer 
is to be appointed iii any community, and 
ninety-nine out of a hundred of lhat commu- 
nity are opposed to a black officer, and a good, 
proper and tii white officer can be obtained, it 
is tbe duty of those who are in power to sub- 
stitute for the odious and disagreeable black 
officer, a pleasant, capable, and faithful while 
officer. .Nothing but sinister motives and sin- 
ister purposes would have suggested a contrary 
course. 

KENTUCKY SCALAWAGS. 

I admit that some of the subordinate; of the 
PoSt-office Department sustain tbe course of 
the Postmaster General, though not nil of them. 
Kentucky has its scalawags as Well as olher 
Stales, and the meanest of all scalawags that I 
have ever met with is a Kentucky scalawag. No 
people have less excuse, less reason for being 
scalawags than Kentuckians. I do not say that 
all those who seive under the General Govern- 
ment in Kentucky are scalawags. No, there 
are many honorable and elevated exceptions; 
but there arc some of lhat claSS among ihe let- 
ter writers in this case. And permit ine lo say 
Hint I believe Gibson is a better person and 
more capable of rilling their places than some 
of the scalawags woo have certified to the 
course of the Postmaster General; and yet if 
the Postmaster General had exercised his dis- 
cretion aud power by displacing uny one of 
these scalawags and pnlticgGibsos in his place, 
what a squirming would have beeu seen, and 
what howls and shrieks would have been 
beard 

What 1 understand by a scalawag is not a 
man who gives a support upon tru'h aud con- 
viction and principle to a party or to its 
measures. I know that men of the noblest type 
a e found giving such support load administra- 
tions and to all parties. But when a peopl 
have been educated in entirely different opin- 
ions and sentiments, have been nurtured to 
them, have adhered to and denuded them, un- 
t I a prospect of office and a little spoils pre- 
sented for a surrender of those principles, then 
for one who hid those printiples to sell him- 
self, his reason, his principles, his conscience, 
his Soul and body and breeches, to a mercenary, 
selfish, and tyranising party and its chiefs lur 
the miserable purpose of spoils, I say that end] 
ft scalawag does i.ol deserve any consideration 
anywhere upou God's earth. These are ihe 
sca'awags that I conocmn. 

Now, sir, the Postmaster General bus not re- 
stored this mail; and if he could hear of such 
outrages every diy in the week he would be 
the happiest man iu Washington, unless it bt 
his chief. 



RETORTED Ol'ThAGES. 

[Mr. Davis staled that uioie crime had been 
conin. and by negroes against negroes than bo- 
wlines. Mr. Wilson read from General Jeff. C. 
Davis' report of itcls of violence during the 
three years immediately succeeding the win , 
and Air. Davis replied as follows:] 

I will tell the honorable Senator lhat in ail 
cases where the evidence of negroes was ex- 
cluded the United Slates Stales Courts had 
taken jurisdiction years before, under Ihe OfVil 
Lights hill. Two years ago I was iu the 
United Stales District Court in the Stale ol 
Kentucky, Where lltey then had under triad 
two men Charged with the murder of a negro 
iu the county of Lewis, and they 1 were con- 
victed. Why do not ihe United Slates Judge 
nnd ihe United States Commissioners hunt li-i 
those cases of trespass, of outrage, of muni r 
upon negroes, which the report read by our 
honorable Qenwtor from Massachusetts .dis- 
closes ? It was as mat h their business, accord- 
ing lo the laws and policy of Congress, as it 
was of the Stale authorities. They are the 
i sp cial friends and patrons of the negro rao . 
1 want every mm who commits an act ot 
outrage upon a negro lo be prosecuted ; I want 
him io b.' prosecuted in a court that has juris- 
diction Of Ihe case; and I want bim punished. 
Now, can ihe honorable Senator tell how many 
of the cases in his report were cases of col- 
lision between Beg roes? 

I cm tell the honorable Senator of a report 
that was made by a General who hud command 
under General Palmer about Lexington. He 
repotted lhal there was a company of negro 
soldiers di.-charged in the city of Lexington, 
and that a mob seized them and most cruelly 

maltreated them, whipped them, and mutilated 
and disfigured the persons of some of then . 
lie wrote a letter io the Cincinnati Gasette, 

Selling forlh the revolting and bloody transac- 
tion. Tho clly authorities of Lexington Im- 
mediately instituted an inquiry. Tbe Legisla- 
ture was in session. The Legislature raised a 
special committee to inquire into il; and that 
committee sent a citation to this General to 
eppear before the committee and to make nood 
his charge ; and it mined out lhat the whole 
charge w as made without n shadow of found i- 
tiou ; that it was totally and utterly false and 
fabricated. 

How many of the cases that were reported 
lo General Jefferson C. Davis were of ibe same 
character 1 do not know, and have no means 
of knowing; but 1 venture to say this: that a 
vast majority of violence and crime that has 
been perpetrated iu the S ate of Kentucky 
within the last three years has been by negroes 
upon negroes. I admit that about tne lerru - 
nation oi the war there was a dreadful slate 
nf things somewhere uear the borders of Ten- 
nessee! Discharged soldiers, rebei and Uoior, 
banded themselves togeihcr, and Ibey prowled 
about over the country lor the purpose cf 
plunder, of bloodshed, of wreaking private 
malice and private vengeance upon their ene- 
mies. But that nirocious state of things, in 
anything like the extent to which it existed, 
has passed by years ago. The cases ol out- 
rages in that States now are lew and far 
between, as to space at least, and are merely 
sporadic. 

The honorable Senator from Indiana was 
properly gratified ul the indignant terms in 
which Judge Bruce rebuked the cases thai he 
gave, in charge lo tiie grand jury. There were 
two, one the murder of a white man, and the 
other tbe whipping ot a negro. Ue spoke the 
Sentiments ol a judge, of a philanthropist, and 
of u mau ; and w hen he could speak iu such 
terms of two transactions of that kind, it is 
the best evidence how seldom such occurrences 
lake place in the country, and w hat a shock 
upon public feeling they produce. Aud so of 
Judge Pryor. 

Wuai is tiie resolution of the Senator from 
Ohio? That these bands are leagued logethei; 
lhat they are political leagues, composed most 
ly of rebel soldiers. I have produced Ihe case 
of Judge Bruce, a rebel soldier, and his charge, 
for the purpose of having such outrages pot 
down and punished, has been read and relied 
upon by ihe honorable soldiers very promptly ; 
and so of Judge Pryor. 

Sir, this is all a figment ; ii is allan endeavor 
to fabricate or to get up and to excite the 
country by these fictitious charges of outrages 
will) a view to having effect upon the coining 
elections in the Stales. The general elections 
take place Ibis year. The Legislatures to be 
elected are to choose one third of the Senators, 
and it is with a view to this political capital, 
with a view lo these diabolical and devilish 
political ends, that these vile, slanderous out- 
rages originate in Ihe braius of political 
scoundrels and rutfiaus.

ORCHARDS. 
Learning that a great many fruit trees have 
been planted during tbe season, we of er a few 
suggestions »s to tlieir future management. 
We oflVr tlmm as the result of observation 
rather than of individual experience, audas the 
t* tellings »f common sense. 

Young trees should carefully mulched in 
June, to secure thfl tender roots against the 
damaging effects of fceat and drought, ami the 
soil kept light and free from weeds and grass. 
In giving form to the tree, care should be taken 
to hare the lower limbs as near to the ground 
as they will grow. By this plan the boSies are 
protected against excessive heat, am! the roots 
are kept moist by the shade aud tli? mulching 
supplied by the falling leaves. It may be ob- 
jected to this that the lower limbs will inter- 
fere with the proper cultivation of the orchard. 
Such interference is exactly what is needed, to 
keep the plow from lacerntiug the lateral roots,, 
■so commonly broken, tU the time tbey are 
performing their most important function. 

it is a fact in the physiology of fruit-bear- 
ing trees, that tbe roots which strike deepest 
into the ground supply the food that conduces 
to the growth of the stem and branches, whilst 
the lateral roots, feeding near the surface, 
supply the material for the perfection of the 
fruit, and hence the importance of not break- 
ing er disturbing them. To insure their not 
being broken, the lower limbs should not admit 
tte passage under them of the horse and plow. 

As soon as the trees are too large to be in- 
jured by hogs, the space between them should 
be planted alternately in corn aod oals, and 
the hogs turned in as soon as the grain is in 
tbe dough state. This system enriches and 
mellows the soil, and invites the extension of 
the surface roots in search of food for the 
growing and ripening fruit. A great addition- 
al advantage Irom this mode of treatment is, 
that the grain will be ready for feeding down 
at the time that the fruit, perforated by the 
borers, begins to drop otT — allot' which will be 
consumed by the hogs before the worm escapes 
from its nest. This is the most reliable pro- 
tection against that destructive worm that we 
have known to be tried. Common sense 
sustains this theory, an ] a trial will demonstrate 
it to be the true one. — ClarkttilU Chronicle.

Tffects of Deep Cultivation on Corn Crop. 

At a farmers' convention at Edwardsvil e, 
Illinois, John 0. Burrows gave the following 
illustrative statement, in the course of an ad- 
dress on "corn and its management: " 

"John L. Gill, of Columbus, Ohio, on a tract 
of bottom laud, which for forty years previous 
had never been plowed to a depth exceeding 
nix inches, and which had been cultivated an- 
nually in COI n during the entire period, plowed 
eleven and three quarter acres to a depth of 
eight inches, and subsoiled to a further depth 
of eight inches, and planted corn May 10 
The adjoining portion of the tract was plowed 
to the usual depth of previous years, and 
planted with corn May 7. On the shallow- 
plowed laud the corn eutue up and looked, for 
a few weeks, as well ns on the deep-plowed 
land; but when the heat of July came, the 
corn on the shallow-plowed land came to a 
standstill; Ibc leave curled and drooped, and 
gave unmistakable evidence of suffering 
from drought, while that on the deep-plowed 
land was growing vigorously, ami indicated 
no lack of moisture. The result was that Mr. 
Oill obtained 120 bushels per acre, while the 
adjoining fields yield less than 40 bushels per 
acre." — Agricultural Report .

His first inquiries, if gum nbric are neces 
sary in my specific fod hog cholera, may lie an 
ttwered in the negative, though I repaid them 
as valuable adjuncts. As mentioned before, 1 
regard cholorate of potash the great remedy, 
in about five grain doses, given twice a day. 
Below you will find my formula: 

Cholorate of potash, 1$ ounces; turpentine. 
\ ounce; powder gum nbric, I ounce; water, 1 
pint. Mix. Doses— one teaspoonful twice a 
day; as a preventative, one half the quantity, 
(jive it in bran. 

Tbe turpentine is rendered soluble by rub- 
bing up with gum abric, aud then add the 
cholorate of potash and water. 

I believe chicken cholera to be nothing more 
t ian a diseased condition of the blood, aud 
c mid be cured in the same way, by giving 
cholorate of potash, though I have no practical 
knowledge in regard to it. 

I would confine this remedy to no particular 
di lease, but give it in all diseases, both of "man. 
th : fowl, and the beast,' 1 where the blood is 
diseased and great'y impoverished, as you find 
it in diptheria, hog cholera, etc.

The Wotld's Wonders. 

This world of ours is filled with wondus. 
The microscope reveals them not less than ihe 
telescope, each at either extreme of creation. 
In the insect creation, particularly, there is so 
much to know that has never been dreamed of 
— wheels within wheels without computation 
of number. Let us take a rapid glance at the 
proofs of this statement. The polypus, it is 
said, like the fabled hydra, receives new life 
from the knife which is lifted to destroy it. 
The hpider-flj lays on eggs as big as itself. 
There are four thousand and forty-one muscles 
in the caterpillar. Ilookc discovered fourteen 
thousand mirrors in the eye of a drone; and, to 
effect the respiration of a carp, thirteen thou- 
sand three hundred arteries, vessels, veins, 
bones, etc, are necessary. Tbe body of a spider 
contains four little masses pierced with a mul- 
titude of imperceptible holes, Bach hole per- 
mitting the passage of a single thread; all the 
threads, to the amount of a thousand to each 
mass, join together when they come out, and 
make the single thread with which the spider 
spins its web; so that what we call a spider's 
thread consists of more than four thousand 
united. Lueuwheuock, by means of micro- 
scopes, observed spiders no bigger than the 
grain of sand, and which spun threads so fine 
that it took four thousand of them to equal in 
magnitude a single hair. 



Napoleon's Flower.— The violet is the 
emblematic flower of the Bonapartes, as the 
lily is of the Bourbons. When Eugenie agreed 
to accept Napoleon's offer of marriage, 6he ex- 
pressed it only by appearing one evening 
dressed in an exquisite violet toilet — violets in 
her hair, in her dress, even to a bunch in her 
hand. Louis Napoleon understood, and it was 
his only answer. Napoleon, while counsel, 
selected this as his flower. It was through 
Josephine asking him to bring her a bouquet 
of them on her birthbay — a desire he was only 
able to serve after very great difficulty. He 
cultivated them assiduously while a prisoner 
a', St. Helena; aud they were profusely plauted 
over the grave of Josephine. After his death, 
bis coffin was covered with the humble flowers 
he loved. It is even said that in the earlier 
days of Louis Napoleon he was silently made 
acquainted with whom his secret friends were 
by a cautious display of violets. 



SSf Over a hundred years ago, at a meeting 
of tbe Mathematical Association at Liverpool, 
a member said ho could read a paragraph of a 
newspap-r at ten yards' distance by the light 
of a farthing candle. This being on all sides 
doubted, a wager was laid, when the member 
took a concave wooden dish and covered it 
with pieces of looking-glass, which he fastened 
to the dish with putty. Having thus made a 
reflector, he placed it behind the farthing can- 
dle, and then taking his position ten yards 
from the light, he read aloui to the whole as- 
sembly and won the wager amid the greatest 
applause. Among those who witnessed this 
experiment was Captain Hutchinson, the Mas- 
ter of the Docks, who afterwards made a prac- 
tical application of the principle it illustrated 
by inventing reflecting light-houses. It has 
frequently occurred that discoveries made by 
scientific men have been regarded as merely 
curious until they were made useful by lejs
